FIRST GREAT 
PLAYER OF 
HER RACE 


No other woman player even went close to Althea 
Gibson’s achievements in winning first-class tournaments 
this year. 

At one stage she had won 13 out of 17 successive 
tournaments including the Italian and French champion- 
ships, and by then, at the end of June, she appeared 
likely to end the year as top woman player in the world. 

She seems likely to win that honour some day because 
her improvement in the past few years has been sound as 
well as spectacular. 

Althea has achieved many distinctions in American 
tennis, but perhaps the one she is most proud of is that she 
was the first Negress to compete in the United States 
singles championship. 

Although she is 29 years of age, she did not play her 
first tournament until 1943. Main reason is that oppor- 
tunity to play tennis did not present itself until she had 


attracted attention through her skill at paddle tennis, 
the tennis-like game played on a smaller area and with 
smaller and wooden bats instead of rackets. 

This has been her best year. Besides winning the 
French and Italian singles titles, she won the Wimbledon 
and French doubles championships (with Angela Buxton 


of England) and lost only to Shirley Fry at Wimbledon 
and again to Miss Fry in the final of the American 
championship. 

She has off the court the lithe and athletic appearance 
we are accustomed to see in top Negro men athletes. 
Her playing style is mannish and aggressive although she 
can play delicate drop-volleys and drop-shots. 

She is a wonderful ambassador for her race and country 
and it was no surprise when last year the U.S. State 
Department asked her to join a team which toured exten- 
sively overseas under its sponsorship.

Shirley Fry made a comeback to international tennis to 
win the 1956 Wimbledon and United States women’s 
singles championships. 


After a long career in top tennis with always players 
of such great quality as Pauline Betz, Louise Brough, 
Margaret Osborne du Pont, Maureen Connolly and Doris 
Hart just a little too gocd for her, she decided to retire 
last year. 


Fortunately it was a very temporary retirement, and in 
her 29th year she has achieved her greatest success. 

Born in Akron, Ohio, she began playing at eight years 
of age. She was American girls’ champion and girls’ 
doubles champion (with Doris Hart). Her close friendship 


+ 
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with Doris continued through many successes including the 
Wimbledon doubles title in 1951-52-53, the United States 
doubles in 1951-52-53-54, and the French doubles in 
1951-52-53. 

Until this year her best singles performance was to 
win the French singles title in 1951. Maureen (“Little 
Mo’) Connolly then came on the scene and won most of 
the major world women’s singles titles until she retired 
from competitive play in late 1954. 

Relying mainly on consistency and accuracy from the 
backcourt, Shirley also volleys splendidly. She has called 
upon her best volleying many times in doubles where she 
has followed her delivery to the net because it is the 
weakest part of her otherwise very sound game.

A little over a century has passed since Aus- 
tralian Aborigines used the site of the Lawn Ten- 
nis Association of Victoria as a happy hunting 
ground and called it “Kooyong’’, which, trans- 
lated, means “The Haunt of the Wild Fowl”. 


It is hard to link present day Kooyong with 
the swampy valley of Gardiner Creek to which 
the Association moved in 1922 from the Albert 
Ground, St. Kilda Road. In 34 years, “The Haunt 
of the Wild Fowl” has been transformed into 
one of the world’s smartest and most distinctive 
tennis headquarters and one of the show places 
of Melbourne. The initial portion of the stadium, 
seating 4,500 was opened in January, 1927. The 
stadium today with additions just completed pro- 
vides permanent seating accommodation for 
12,000 spectators. 


Kooyong has achieved a high reputation with 
international tennis players. While the stands 


resemble Forest Hills in New York, having the 
same horseshoe shape, Kooyong, like Wimbledom, 
has its own highly intimate character. 


Firstly, it is situated in one of the most beau- 
tiful parts of Melbourne and is surrounded by the 
wealth of trees and homes of Toorak, the clas- 
sical buildings and many playing fields of Scotch 
College and the wide open grass reservations of 
Gardiner Creek to the east. 


Secondly, Kooyong is wonderfully intimate. 
The Stadium is compactly designed and even 
with 18,000 people at the 1953 Challenge Round, 
the temporary stands were not as high nor as 
far away from the centre court itself as the rear 
seats of most of the main world tennis stadiums. 


Thirdly, Kooyong is always distinguished for 
the good behaviour of its galleries. They are 


mostly tennis players and they have a deep in-

terest in the game and a profound perception of 
its finer points. 


Kooyong has been the scene of many stirring 
matches. There was the dramatic Australian 
championship final between Gerald Patterson and 
Jack Hawkes in 1927—the first championship on 
the centre court—which Patterson won after 34 
hours and 71 games, winning 3-6, 6-4, 3-6, 18-16, 
6-3, after Hawkes had held five match points. 
Other great matches which enthusiasts will re- 
call were the spectacular victory of Vivian 
McGrath, not then 17, over world champion Ells- 
worth Vines, in the 1933 Australian champion- 
ships; the Perry-Crawford duels of the 1933 
Victorian and 1935 Australian singles finals; the 
Budge-von Cramm thriller in an international 
match in 19388; the Schroeder-Bromwich Davis 
Cup five-setter of 1946; and the Rosewall victory 
Over Seixas in the 1953 Australian semi-finals, 
with Rosewall, then just 18, going on to win the 
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title. The 18,000 spectators will recall the 1953 
Davis Cup Challenge Round between U.S.A. re- 
presented by T. Trabert and V. Seixas and Aus- 
tralia represented by L. Hoad, K. Rosewall, R. 
Hartwig, which must go down as one of the clos- 
est, most tense and exciting yet played. All will 
remember the magnificent performance of the 
19 year old Lewis Hoad in downing the seasoned 
American champion, Tony Trabert. 


Those who planned Kooyong anticipated some 
of the great popularity which tennis was to at- 
tract. But progress has been so great, that in 
1953, L.T.A.V. spent £45,000 on permanent addi- 
tions to the Stadium and £15,000 on the Club- 
house, followed by another £50,000 in recent 
months to bring it to its present gallery capacity. 


The result is one of the finest tennis viewing 
stadiums in the world, and one of the finest 
grounds.
